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BRITISH NAVY, 
AIR FORCE RAID 
ITALIAN LINES 


Warfare in Africa 
Quickens; Egypt Has 


Martial Law 


London. Sept. 23 (AP) — The 


British people entered the war 
fully cognizant of the formid- 
able forces against them but 
confident that their cause was 
just, King- George VI told his 
empire in a broadcast today. 


Cairo,'Egypt. Sept. 23 (AP).—The 


Mediterranean war for Africa and 
the Near East quickened as the 
British navy and air force raided 
Italian positions and the neutral 
government of fascist-invaded Egypt 
declared martial law. 


Martial law was invoked as a de- 


fense measure by Premier Massan 
Sabry Pasha, who, however, headed 
a new cabinet committed against 
immediate war even though an Ital- 
ian spearhead is 60 miles inside the 
Egyptian border. 


A naval communique said a fleet 


of warships attacked Italian posi- 
tions 
about 
newly-occupied Sidi 


Barrani, Egypt, "with good results" 
early Sunday. This was the second 
naval bombardment of the area, 60 
miles inside the Egyptian frontier, 
it: an effort to disorganize Italian 
preparations for a further advance 
across the desert- toward Alexandria 
and Suez. 


Sidi Barrani was declared by a 


Reuters (British news agency) dis- 
patch to have been the scene of 
great slaughter among occupying 
Italian troops when British land 
mines were exploded, blowing the 
village to bits. 


Reports De Tristan Child Safe 


London, Sept. 23 (AP)—Nazi raid- 


ers, paced by a "monster" bomber, 
roared ovei England's coasts again 
today and some reached London, 
sending its millions underground 
twice after dawn and spattering the 
western part of the capital with 
bombs. 


Vigorous anti-aircraft fire quick- 


ly cleared the skies, 'however, and 
most of the invaders were believed 
to have been turned back by Brit- 
ish fighter squadrons before they 
reached the capital. 


Authoritative reports 
said five 


raiders had been shot down in air 
battles with British fighter planes 
this morning. 


Four separate times waves of Ger- 


man planes surged across the Brit- 
ish coast as nazi forces again inten- 
sified the battle of Britain after a 
lull in daylight raids. 


British fighter patrols, waiting for 


them, were reported 
by British 


sources to have broken up the Ger- 
man squadrons and sent them back 
in disorder across the channel. 


One nazi plane was described as 


a new, gigantic, four-englned bomb- 
er which crossed the Kent coast. 


Nazis Report Fires 


Berlin. Sept. 23 (AP)—"Tremen- 


dous fires," so great they were vis- 
ible from 
t,he French coast, were 


.spread in the center of London by 
waves of nazi night raiders, inform- 
ed German sources declared today. 


Piccadilly Circus and the Regent 


park district, in the heart of thi? 
British capital, as well as commer- 
cial docks along the Thames river 
were hit. they said, in rolling raids 
throughout Sunday night by 150 
nazi battle planes. 


In a daylight continuation of the 


assault, described by the high com- 
mand as new "full strength" air 
raids, they .said 17 British planes 
had been shot down so far today in 
"severe air fights" over southern 
England. Four German planes have 
not returned, they acknowledged. 


The high command also reported 


new blows against British shipping 
as Foreign Minister Joachim Von 
Ribbentrop sped home to tell Adolf 
Hitler of his Rome discussions of 
Axis hopes for carving up the em- 
pire of a conquered Britain. 


Japs Move Into Imlo-China 


Tokyo, Sept. (AP)—The Japanese 


army and navy, described in authori- 
tative quarters as prepared to meet 
any "uncalled for intervention" by 
third powers, began a southward 
march of empire into French Indo- 
China today. 


(The United States and Britain 


have informed Japan officially of 
their Interest in maintenance of the 
status mid in Indo-China.) 


The action was described in army 


and navy quarters as a long stride 
toward a final settlement of the 
China war and establishment of 
Japan's "new order" in east Asia. 


The occupation was the result of 


an "amicable understanding" reach- 
ed with French colonial officials at 
Hanoi, Indo-China- capital, at 4:30 
p. m. Sunday, it was announced. 


Despite "some skirmishes" at 


Dorigdang, on the northern frontier, 
when some Japanese troops began 
their entry in the darkness frorn the 
Chinese province of Kwangsl Sun- 
day night, the advance was declared 
to be proceeding smoothly.

Washington. Sept. 23 (AP).—The 


non-stop airmail pick-up will con- 
tinue to be an "exclusive service" in 
seven eastern states for an indefinite 
period. 


This was stated by Roy M. Martin, 


superintendent of airmails, in testi- 
mony before the house appropria- 
tions committee published today. 


Questioned by Representative Lud- 


low (D-Ind) who said "this being a 
recognized good service, is it con- 
templated to extend it to other sec- 
tions of the country," Martin re- 
plied:

"Not until the Civil Aeronautics 


authority has had an opportunity to 
survey the experiment, its practical 
effect, its cost and then to deter- 
mine whether it is worth while." 


Three routes are serving towns in 


West Virginia. Pennsylvania, New 
York and Delaware. Two others are 
expected to begin operations in the 
near future expanding the service to 
include Ohio and Kentucky com- 
munities in the Ohio river valley. 


The All-American Aviation, Inc., 


headed by Richard DuPont. holds 
authority to operate all of the five 
routes which Martin said would 
serve an estimated 2,400,000 persons. 
many living in towns without other 
mail service. 


Gettysburg is included on one of 


the pick-up routes now in operation.

London. Sept. 23 (AP)—The sink- 


ing of a British refugee ship with 
a toll of 293 persons. 33. of them 
children enroute to Canada, stunned 
Britons today and brought head- 
lines of "murder" in the London 
press. 


The government, waited until to- 


day to announce the tragedy of al- 
most a week ago to give welfare 
workers opportunity to notify thn 
children's parents in London. Liver- 
pool and Middlesex niter exhausted 
survivors were brought to a north- 
ern port of Enltrand. 


The ship, name undisclosed, was 


torpedoed 600 miles west of England 
and sank in a stormy sea within 20 
minutes after she was attacked at 
10 p.m. last Tuesday, the announce- 
ment said. 


Of 40fi men. women and children 


aboard, only 113 wore brought back 
nlive by n warship which reached 
the scone at dawn. The .stories of 
heroism and horror they told indi- 
cated many perished in (lie tre- 
mendous explosion which ripped the 
ship. Scores more ww swept from 
wave-tossed lifeboats, or died of in- 
juries anci exposure in the night, of 
cold and sleet.

prison, was taken back co the jail 
by the clergyman with the aid of a 
neighbor 


Mr. Leinbach, who lives at 137 


East High street, Carlisle, is pastor 
of the First Reformed church. He 
and others were in the home when 
Rodger boldly walked into the dwel- 
ling, went up the stairs to the second 
floor and removed $25 in cash from 
the clergyman's wallet and then 
calmly walked out of the place. 


Mr Leinbach, going to the room 


soon 
afterwards, discovered 
the 


empty wallet. A neighbor woman 
said she had noticed a stranger 
leave the house a moment before. 


The clergyman gave chase, catch- 


ing Rodgers less than a block away. 
Sheriff 
Ira 
L. Dunlap searched 


Rodgers and found the money in 
his possession.

The government 
announcement 


said "tragic circumstances" — the 
violence of the explosion, the storm, 
and the cold—defeated careful pre- 
cautions taken for the children's 
safety. 


Tell of Terror 


The 
survivors, 13 children. 18 


women and 82 men—told of stark 
horror, suffering, sjiock and heroism, 
especially on the'part of the chil- 
dren whose behavior was described 
as "magnificent." 


Miss E. M. Day, chief escort of the 


children, told this story 


"I was in my cabin when I heard 


an explosion. I dashed to the chil- 
dren's quarters and found them still 
asleep. 
Each child had a lifebelt. 


An officer shouted to the children 
to hurry on deck, and we started 
with the children behaving- magnifi- 
cently. 


"We clambered into a lifeboat, 


but it had shipped much water, and 
its rudder was gone. We saw many 
other small boats 
The children 


were Dinging- 'Roll Out the Barrel.' 
As they came to the part that goes 
'We'll have a barrel of fun' the ship 
sunk " 


Miss Day told of a night of terror 


in the darkness after the ship went 


down yf cold a'id s'eel and water 
"up'to our laps" in a lifeboat. 


Grey dawn disclosed 12 lifeboats 


left, 


"It was then," .she said, "that we 


could see what had happened. In 
our boat, there was only one child, 
two escorts, a stewardess and two 
sailors left alive."

son, 10-year-old Welsh boy, helped 
him man a lifeboat and comfort the 
dying. 


Col. James Baldwin-Webb, mem-

with the ship after refusing a place 
in a lifeboat until all women and 
children were safe.

German Baroness Von Inglesleben, 
who had been in a German concen- 
tration camp many months, died of 
heart disease after she had been 
lowered into a lifeboat.

Berlin, Sept. 23 (AP) — Official 


German circles today described the 
story of the sinking of u British 
refugee ship as a "tear jericer" in- 
tended to get the United States into 
the war on "Britain's side. 


It was said officially no passenger 


vessel identifiable as such had been 
torpedoed by any German U-boat 
or plane either within or outside 
the announced blockade zone. 


Further it was said officially, not 


even a freighter has been torpedoed 
or sunk by a plane without warn- 
ing unless clearly armed.

circles said no U-boat or plane has 
been operating- 600 miles off the 
English coast.

LIFE'S EXCESSES 
1 


LIKE that expression "internal leisure" 
which Paul Valery used in one of his 


highly thoughtful essays. 


The average human being- knows little or 


anything about it. Our forefathers had it, 
for they were not troubled with the com- 
petitions of size and speed that have spread 
about the world in such alarming propor- 
tions. If their little farms were big enough 
to bring joy and comfort, they were content. 
The millionaire was a later development. The 
fastest ships, the speediest trains, the big- 
gest buildings, were not dreamed of then. 


The Nova Scotian farmer, walking beside 


his beautiful team of oxen, has this "internal 
leisure." So has the cow-boy who rides vast 
acres. So has the fisherman, and every lover 
of God's open fields and mountain ranges. 
John Muir had it—so did John Burroughs 
and W. H. Hudson. So did Michael Fairless, 
writing about her Roadmender. 


So many go to their rest at night, dis- 


turbed in mind and restless of body. Too 
much excitement, too many things to do that 
cannot be done, too much noise about, too 
many engagements, too much confusion of 
objectives—too little spiritual nourishment. 


Creators do not flower and bloom where 


there are noise and glamor. They want quiet, 
serenity, peaceful surroundings, and contact 
with the simple and natural forces of life. 
Mark Twain and Stevenson wrote their best 
things far from the demands and obligations 
of city disturbances. No telephone reached 
them. When in Hawaii, I saw where both of 
them once lived and worked. And today the 
grave of Stevenson is to be found at the top 
of a mountain in Tahiti, near to the simple 
people whom he once loved and served. 


Civilization hasn't been learned. Our dis- 


coveries and inventions have only served to 
throw us back. As in the instance of war, 
for example. Life's excesses have been too 
much for us. Is it all to end in a political 
education, in which realm the mind will no 
longer know freedom of thought, and our 
spiritual nature no longer learn the joy and 
beauty born of "internal leisure?"

The Literary Guidepost 


By John Selby 


"RALEIGH'S EDEN," by Inglis Fletcher; (Bobbs- 


Merrill: §2.75). 


|T IS as if Inglis Fletcher had picked up a great 
*• section of pre-Revolutionary North Carolina in her 
"Raleigh's Eden," and had moved it forward through, 
time to the present. Ih the process no small detail is 
lost, and no warmth either. The effect is not that of 
those furnished rooms from the old days such as one 
finds in museums, sometimes" with wax figures stand- 
ins about them. 
Everything moves at its normal 


pace; color and emotion run as high as in life. 


Raleigh's Eden was the district around Albemarle 


Sound, and when Mrs. Fletcher begins her story in 
1765 it is a lovely district of stately houses in which 
liv(* the gentry, and sound farms on which live the 
Colonial equivalent of the English yeoman. Left to 
itself, Raleigh's Eden might very well have managed 
indefinitely to maintain its higTi and beautiful stand- 
ard. But across the Atlantic is a rapacious British 
government whose purpose seems to be to milk the 
colonies white. Elsewhere in Carolina there is a 
mixed population ol less aristocratic standards which 
is resentful of Raleigh's Eden. At sea there are pic- 
turesque pirates. 


The tumult increases, it gathers force like a storm 


and bursts in the Revolution. Fletcher carries her 
story through the surrender of Cornwallis to 1782, and 
when she leaves it strong men and women such as 
her Adam Rutledge and her Mary Warden have the 
task of rebuilding Eden out of the bare bones left by 
war. 
The tangle of political and social differences 


is still almost as bad as at the beginning, but at least 
the uncertainties of alien rule are eliminated. And 
some of the emotional uncertainties as well. 


Mrs. Fletcher's "plot" is too complicated even for 


summary, using as it does fictional and actual char- 
acters indiscriminately, mixing real manor houses m 
the Albemarle district with others from the author's 
imagination 
It is almost enough to say that this is 


as careful and at times as stirring a historical novel 
as the year will provide. But not quite. The reader 
should also be warned that it is perhaps too long. 
Mrs. Fletcher looked at her setting for six years, and 
apparently hhe reached the point where every detail, 
even the position of a candle m a drawing room, 
seemed important to her. Two-thirds of "her 662 pages 
would have been adequate.

sylvania's vaccination "rebel" who 
has been arrested seven times be- 
cause the boy was not in school.

Explosion Occurs as 
World War Fuses 


Were Dismantled 


Dover, N. J., Sept. 23 CAP)—Two 


persons were killed 
and 
eleven 


slightly injured today in an explo- 
sion at the United States Army's 
Picatinny arsenal. 


It was the second fatal munitions 


blast in the Dover area within a 
fortnight, the explosion of a smoke- 
less powder line at the Kenville 
plant of the Herr-ules powder com- 
pany September 12 having taken 50 
lives. 


Those killed at Picatinny were 


Elias Lawrence, 49, of route 6, 
Rockaway, and John E. Goodwin, 
26, of Towaco. 


Col. A. S. Buyers, public relations 


officer at the arsenal, said the ex- 
plosion occurred as employes were 
taking apart fuses of World war 
shells, "a dangerous job at best." 


Protected by Screen 


They were in a building about 30 


by 50 feet in size and set apart for 
this operation. Bach employe was 
protected by screens, which appar- 
ently prevented serious injury to 
any of the eleven reported hurt. 
The blast caused "some damage" in 
one end of the building, Buyers 
said. 


A military board began an imme- 


diate investigation to determine the 
cause of the blast. Colonel Buyers 
said it apparently occurred when 
fulminate of mercury, used in the 
fuses, "let go " 


The operation was to recover the 


metal parts of the fuses, which \ 
would then be loaded with fresh 
explosives and used again.

MacKenzie 
Says: 


Agreements 
Discarded in 
Warfare 


BY DEWITT MACKENZIE 


Ozie of the characteristics of war, 


as a throwback to savagery, is that 
international laws and tacit agree- 
ments which are adopted in moments 
of friendly peace often are discard- 
ed in the heat of life-and-death 
struggles. 


Warring nations make their own 


laws to suit the situation at hand. 
That was done often in the World 
war, and it has been practiced ever 
since the present conflict started. 


When laws or customs are violated 


there is no punishment excepting 
the condemnation of world opinion, 
or the resort by the injured party to 
reprisals—the old law of an eye for 
an eye—which starts an endless 
chain of death. International laws 
are not so implemented as to ensure 
enforcement. 
Even the League of 


Nations found itself unable to carry 
put its edicts. 


One of the codes most frequently 


thrown into the discard is that cal- 
culated to protect civilians from di- 
rect attack. There are times when 
human life appears to have no value 
'.vhatever and is sacrificed merely for 
the shock it will produce on other 
civilians in an effort to smash mo- 
rale. 


Mental Stress Great 


I suppose that actually death by 


bombing or as the result of tor- 
pedoing is no more painful physi- 
cally to a civilian than to a fighting 
man, though the mental stress likely 
is greater for the non-combatant 
than for the professional who has 
been trained to "take it." 


Also in my more cynical moments 
seems to me that talk about "hu- 


mane warfare" Is largely claptrap. 
War is barbaric and Inhuman' at 
best; it can't be humanized, though 
some of its blows may be softened. 
Just so long as there is armed ag- 
gression which must be met by de- 
fense in kin; just so long will death 
take its toll among innocent by- 
standers—women and children and 
the aged and infirm. 


However, there's much more than 


accidental killing of civilians going 
on over in Europe. Some of it is 
cold blooded and deliberate massacre 
—a throwback to barbarism ard-too 
horrible for words. 


There's little anybody can do about 


it now, excepting to apply the pres- 
sure of public condemnation in a 
big way. Curiously enough, that 
still does have its effect even in cir- 
cles of savagery. 


Sorry, folks, to have been guilty 


of such an unorthodox introduction 
to this column, but I've had that 
piece on my mind for some time and 
had to speak it. 


The outstanding feature of the 


week-end fighting would seem to be 
the continued strength of the British 
defense and counter-attack. This 
morning found the Germans intensi- 
fying their aerial attack on England 
in fresh daylight raids but London 
reported that the first four waves of 
German bombers had been driven

But to me the most impressive 


demonstration of British determina- 
tion and ability to absorb punish- 
ment came during the terrible trag- 
edy of the torpedoing of the refugee 
ship carrying little English children 
to the safety of Canada.

down in those frightful seas with 
their small voices bravely singing 
that gay song "Roll Out the Barrel." 


They were frightened, of course, 


poor wee folk. 
They knew death 


was reaching for them. But they still 
faced it with song. That sort of 
courage and determination is going 
to take an awful lot to beat.
